To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1 968,  having  taken  up  duties  as  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  on  the  6th  January,  1969,  following  the  retirement  of  Dr.  P.A.  Crowley 
on  that  date.  From  the  address  above  it  will  be  noted  that  the  office  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  moved,  the  transfer  having  taken  place  at 
the  end  of  April,  1969* 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  29*190,  an  increase  of  700  over  the  mid-1967  figure. 

The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  53^  (286  males  and 
252  females),  compared  with  last  year’s  total  of  486.  Tne  crude  birth  rate 
was  l8o4  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth  rate  being  l8.9  compared 
with  l6o9  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  297  (173  males  and 
124  females).  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  10.2.  The 
corrected  death  rate  for  the  District  was  8.9  compared  with  11.9  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  who  died  vinder  one  year  of  age  numbered  6,  giving 
an  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  11.0.  The  rate  for  Englaind  and  Wales  was  l8.3* 
The  Neo-Natal  death  rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  5*6. 


There  were  I8  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus  (16  males  and 
2  females),  compared  with  26  last  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the  District 
was  127*  The  figure  included  38  measles  and  57  whooping  cough.

In  consonance  with  modern  conditions,  there  have  been  some  legislative 
changes  during  I968  in  the  notification  of  infectious  diseaseso  For  example, 
pneumonia  is  no  longer  notifiable,  while  infective  jaundice  now  iso

International  Vaccination  Certificates 


There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  the  authentication  of  doctors'  signatures 
on  International  Vaccination  Certificates.  In  connection  with  international 
travel,  follow-up  of  persons  arriving  in  this  country  from  infected  or  suspected 
areas  without  valid  certificates  is  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
when  notified  by  the  Port  Health  Authority  of  their  port  of  entry.

Home  Nursing  Service 

The  County  Council  provides  a  service  free  of  charge  for  the  attendance 
on  persons  whose  doctors  require  them  to  be  nursed  in  their  own  homes.  The 
nurse's  attendance  is  normally  arranged  by  the  doctor,  but  the  name  and  address 
of  the  appropriate  nurse  for  any  particular  district  is  obtainable  from  the 
District  Office  of  the  County  Council. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

Domestic  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed 
owing  to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother, 
mentally  subnormal,  aged  or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only 
where  there  is  no  able-bodied  person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying 
out  the  necessary  household  duties.

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Night  and  Evening:  Service 


Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires. 
Night  service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are 
living  in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night.  In 
some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give 
relief  to  relatives. 


Care  Service 


After  consultation  with  the  Children's  Department,  this  service  is 
provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  own  homes  during  the 
absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or 
confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to 
families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is  involved  and  the  period  of 
service  is  limited  to  three  months. 


Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent's  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of 
the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up.  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of 
three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age.

1  <,  Water  Supply 

The  position  with  regard  to  water  supplies  continues  to  be  as  in  previous 
years,  the  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  supplying  water  to  the  majority  of  the 
premises  in  the  District,  the  remainder  being  supplied  by  the  Sevenoaks  and 
Tonbridge  Water  Company,  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Water  Undertaking  and  the  Mid 
Sussex  Water  Company.  In  addition,  about  180  premises  received  piped  supplies 
from  private  sources. 

Supplies  during  the  year  were  sufficient  and  the  quality  generally 
satisfactory,  though  a  few  consumers  on  a  private  estate  at  Horsmonden  were 
troubled  with  excessive  amounts  of  iron  in  their  supplies.  The  Mid  Kent 
Water  Company  have  been  actively  engaged  in  rectifying  the  faults  in  the 
distribution  system  in  this  area.

(a)  Pembury 

Work  continued  during  the  year  on  the  new  sewage  treatment  works  to  serve 
Pembury  and  most  major  units  were  completed  and  in  operation  by  the  end  of  the 
year  o 


(b)  Lamberhurst 

One  of  the  humus  tanks  on  the  Lamberhurst  works  was  converted  into  a  "Banks" 
Pebble  Clarifier  with  a  resultant  improvement  in  the  effluent  discharging  to  the 
River  Teiseo 

(c)  Stone  Court  Lane ,  Pembury 

A  new  surface  water  sewer  was  laid  in  Stone  Court  Lane,  Pembury,  to  improve 
surface  drainage  and  to  make  provision  for  a  future  Council  housing  estate® 

( d)  Sewer  Connections 

The  Council  instituted  a  system  of  aiding  the  connection  of  existing 
properties  to  sewers  laid  by  private  developers  subsequently  adopted  as  public 
sewers  and  in  cases  where  financial  restrictions  had  precluded  connection 
of  properties  along  the  line  of  new  sewers  laid  by  the  Council. 

Two  property  owners  in  Horsmonden  have  so  far  taken  advantage  of  this 
scheme  and  have  received  financial  assistance. 
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(e)  V/orks  carried  out  by  Private  Developers 


The  Council  also  adopted  soil  and  surface  water  sewers  laid  by  private 
developers  to  serve  new  housing  estates. 

Future  Programme 

(a)  Hatfield,  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden  Regional  Scheme 

Ministry  approval  was  received  for  this  regional  scheme,  which  includes 
the  treatment  of  sewage  from  areas  of  Maidstone  and  Cranbrook  Rural  District 
Councils,  and  it  is  hoped  to  start  work  on  this  scheme  in  the  autumn  of  I969. 

A  further  approach  was  made  to  the  Ministry  to  extend  this  scheme  to  include 
areas  to  the  south  west  of  Hatfield,  but  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  felt  this 
could  not  be  allowed  to  proceed  at  the  present  time. 

(b)  Hadlow 


No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  this  scheme  which  includes  an 
extension  of  the  Hadlow  sewage  treatment  works  and  the  sewerage  of  Golden 
Green  and  Barnes  Street, 

( c)  Hildenborough 

The  Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  in  September,  and  subsequent  approval  was 
granted  for  the  scheme  to  pump  sewage  from  the  whole  of  Hildenborough  to 
Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council’s  works  for  treatment.  It  is  hoped  to  start 
on  this  scheme  in  the  spring  of  1969* 

(d)  Speldhurst 

The  scheme  outlined  in  last  year's  report  for  providing  main  drainage  for 
properties  in  the  Blower's  Hill  area  of  Speldhurst  was  severely  pruned  by  the 
Ministry,  although  the  pumping  station  and  sewer  to  serve  new  development  is 
to  be  provided  early  in  1969* 

(e)  Capel 

The  rapid  development  in  Five  Oak  Green  has  overloaded  the  pumping  station 
which  passes  sewage  to  Paddock  Wood  for  treatment  and, until  alternative 
arrangements  can  be  made , applications  for  planning  permission  for  development 
in  this  area  are  being  refused. 


3o  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Council  have  decided  to  discontinue  the  use  of  side-loading  vehicles 
for  refuse  collection  in  order  to  improve  the  service.  Refuse  disposal  has 
:ontinued  by  controlled  tipping  at  sites  in  Brenchley  and  Horsmonden. 
Difficulties  have  arisen  as  the  result  of  pollution  to  streams  and  proximity 
to  roads  6  Consideration  has  been  given  to  the  adoption  of  more  sophisticated 
methods  of  disposal  in  conjunction  with  neighbouring  authorities.

All  registered  premises  in  the  District  have  received  a  detailed  inspection,

There  has  been  no  serious  contraventions  of  the  Act  noted,  but  there  has  been 
some  difficulty  in  getting  the  occupiers  of  small  family  businesses , employing 
only  one  or  two  staff,  to  provide  the  necessary  information  for  employees.  Some 
difficulty  is  also  being  experienced  in  employers  notifying  the  Council  in  the 
change  of  circumstances  but  such  re-registration  is  usually  obtained  at  the 
time  of  a  visit. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  amount  of  light  industrial  and  commercial 
development  taking  place  in  one  parish  and  new  occupiers  have  not  been 
registering  their  premises  before  occupation.  This  has  led  to  some  difficulty 
in  getting  minor  works  carried  out  (i.e.,  additional  wash  basins  -  hot  water 
supply)  because  of  the  reluctance  of  the  occupier  to  spend  money  after  the 
premises  have  come  into  operation  and  of  having  to  get  workmen  back  to  the 
premises. 
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As  far  as  possible  advice  is  given  to  developers  about  the  installation 
of  facilities  in  business  premises  but  without  knowing  who  might  take  up  the 
lease  on  the  property  it  is  difficult  to  enforce  the  developer  to  instal 
anything  other  than  the  minimum  facilities  required  under  the  Acto

Major  improvements  were  commenced  at  one  bakehouse  to  provide  a  larger 
working  area  and  modern  equipment.

All  meat  condemned  at  the  slaughterhouse  is  coloured  with  an  approved 
dye  before  removal  for  rendering  into  animal  feed  or  fertiliser.  All  the 
other  condemned  foods  are  taken  to  the  Council's  refuse  dump  for  burial.
